W. W. Bechtol Figures in Thrilling 


Mishap in Last Race at Fair Grounds 
Monday-Thrown \*hile Making 40 
Mi. Per Hour and Escapes Fatal In- 
juries in Miraculous Manner 


W. W. Bechtol, local manager of the Bell telephone exchange, 


had a miraculous escape from death, when a motor cycle, which he. 
was riding, run down a dog on the track at the fair grounds Mop-. 
day afternoon. . Just before striking the canine, Bechtol, with rare' 
jresence of mind, shut off his power and although the collision did 
lot throw him immeadiately, he lost control of his machine 
and, 


sroceeding about 50 feet, fell to the track with the machine on top 
>f him. The accident occurred directly in front of the grandstand., 
and created intense excitement among the big crowd. When ex- 
amined by a physician, it was found that the victim had sustained 
an ugly scalp wound but other-wise, was apparently unhurt. Dur- 
ng the evening, it was rumored that Bechtol was more seriously in- 
jured than first thought but at alate hour, the attending physician 
reported that he was resting easy and that his injuries were not con 
sidered serious.
